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From  New  Hampshire  to  Philadelphia  in  1828 


One  of  the  enjoyable  things  about  reading  old-time 
newspapers,  books,  and  magazines  is  finding  the 
unexpected.  Occasionally  a  delighful  numismatic  tid¬ 
bit  will  be  found,  as  in  the  present  instance.  The 
venue  is  The  Granite  Monthly,  issue  of  Novem¬ 
ber  1881.  Hon.  George  Stark  contributed  an  account 
from  the  1828 journal  one  of  his forebears.  Although 
the  contrast  between  1881  and  the  1828  time  of  the 
article  was  remarkable,  today  in  2002  a  journey  from 
the  Manchester  Airport  to  the  Philadelphia  Airport 
can  be  accomplished  in  about  50  minutes! 

Journalist  Frederick  O.  Stark  would  become  an 
incorporator  of  the  Amoskeag  Bank,  Manchester,  two 
decades  later  in  1 848.  This  bank  issued  paper  money. 
If  any  other  numismatic  connections  are  needed,  note 
the  account  of  Jackson  political  supporters,  the  enthusi¬ 
asm  of  whom  is  reflected  on  tokens  issued  during  the  era 
(as  is  also  the  antipathy  of  his  opponents). 

Although  this  is  hardly  a  numismatic  account  on  its 
oum,  it  was  interesting  to  us  as  a  settingfor  the  coins  of 
the  1 828  era  which  we  as  numismatisu  enjoy.  1  he jlrsi 
Philadelphia  Mint  was  nearing  the  etid  of  its  career  u'hen 
Stark  idsited  it.  Onjulyd,  1829,  the  cornerstone  of  the 
second  Mint  would  be  laid,  and  after  1 832  the  first  Mint 
was  abandoned  for  coinage  puiposes  and  beaime  the  home 
of  various  businesses,  surviving  into  the  early  20th  cen¬ 
tury  when  it  was  razed  to  make  way fora  new  home  for 
the  Stewart  Electric  Co.

Hon.  George  Stark’s  1881  Introduction 

The  active  business  man  of  the  present  day 
scarcely  realizes  the  advances  that  have  been 
made  during  the  last  half  century  in  facilities 
for  travel  and  transportation.  So  accustomed 
has  he  become  to  the  easy  transition,  in  a  single 
night,  by  palace  car,  or  by  more  palatial 
steamer,  from  his  place  of  business,  in  almost 
any  of  the  southern  New  Hampshire  cities  or 
towns,  to  the  great  commercial  centres  of  New 
York  or  Philadelphia,  that  such  a  magical  anni¬ 
hilation  of  time  and  space  seems  to  him  as 
much  a  matter  of  course  as  the  rising  and  set¬ 
ting  of  the  sun. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  learn  how  this  jour¬ 


ney  was  accomplished  by  our  fathers  a  single 
generation  ago. 

In  the  year  1828,  the  late  Frederick  G.  Stark 
resided  in  Manchester,  and  kept  a  country  store 
near  the  site  of  the  present  city.  He  was  also  su¬ 


perintendent  of  the  old  Amoskeag  Canal.  His 
goods  were  bought  in  Boston,  and  two  or  three 
trips  a  year  to  the  “New  England  Metropolis” 
comprised  the  extent  of  his  customary  travel. 
But  occasionally  his  affairs  required  a  more  ex¬ 
tended  journey,  and  being  a  man  of  method  and 
close  observation,  he  was  in  the  habit  of  noting 
down  what  he  saw  when  traveUng  out  of  his 
usual  course.  His  journal,  written  during  a  jour¬ 
ney  from  Manchester  to  the  “City  of  Brotherly- 
Love, ”  before  the  days  of  railroads,  has  been  pre¬ 
served,  and  reads  as  follows 

JOURNAL  OF  THE  TRIP 
Leaving  Manchester 
Saturday,  October  4,  1828.  Left  home  at  about 
9  A.M;  passed  across  the  Amoskeag  Falls  with  my 


brother  Charles,  who  went  with  me  to  help  carry 
my  tmnk;  had  with  me  a  change  of  clothing,  and 
just  a  thousand  dollars  in  money;  went  to 
Amoskeag  Hotel  and  waited  for  the  stage,  which 
came  along  in  about  half  an  hour,  and  I  got  on 
board  of  it  and  proceeded  to  Boston,  where  I  ar¬ 
rived  about  8  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Rand,  the  Boston  Artist 

Sunday,  October  5.  Clear,  fair  morning.  Af¬ 
ter  breakfast  went  down  the  head  of  Central 
Wharf,  to  see  the  vessels  going  out  and  coming 
into  the  harbor.  While  I  was  standing  there  Mr. 
Rand,  the  portrait  painter,  came  along.  I  spoke 
to  him,  but  he  did  not  know  me  until  I  told 
him  my  name,  when  he  appeared  glad  to  see 
me,  and  after  standing  there  some  time,  con¬ 
versing  upon  different  subjects,  he  invited  me 
to  go  to  his  room  and  see  his  paintings,  which 
invitation  1  accepted,  and  was  much  gratified 
and  pleased  with  tlie  beauty-  and  w'-orkmanship 
exhibited  to  me  in  several  portraits  which  he 
had  finished.  I  stayed  with  him  some  time, 
when  a  gentleman  came  in  that  had  engaged 
Rand  to  take  his  portrait,  and  I  went  out  and 
left  them  talking  about  it  and  returned  to  the 
Marlborough  Hotel,  where  I  was  lodgings.  In 
the  afternoon  it  rained,  and  I  staid  in  doors 
most  of  remainder  of  the  day. 

Business  in  Boston 

Monday,  October  6,  1828.  Went  and  settled 
with  Bridge  &  Stevens,  and  paid  them  balance 
of  account,  $264.72.  Went  and  settled  with  R. 
B.  Sherburn,  Clerk  of  Boating  Co.,  paid  him 
$21.15  Went  to  see  Mr.  Eddy,  the  Canal  agent, 
and  paid  him  $300.00  on  account  of  Canal 
tolls.  Bought  a  new  hat  and  paid  $5  for  it. 
Bought  two  door  locks,  &cc.,  and  paid  for  them 
$1.75;  these,  and  my  old  hat,  I  carried  to  Bridge 
&  Stevens,  and  left  them  there.  Mr.  Stevens 
went  with  me  to  the  Telegraphic  Observatory, 
and  viewed  the  establishment.  I  went  down 
and  spent  the  remainder  of  the  day  walking 
about  the  city.

Catching  up  on  our  reading,  we  perused 
a  200 1  issue  of  The  Manuscript  Society  News, 
which  dwelled  at  length  in  an  article  that 
appeared  in  The  Wall  Street  Journal  relating 
to  the  autograph  market.  Although  we  are 
a  daily  reader  of  the  Journal,  this  issue 
escaped  our  attention— perhaps  we  were 
on  top  of  Pike’s  Peak  or  some  place  else  at 
the  time. 

In  any  event,  the  article  discussed  the 
autograph  market,  and  in  The  Manuscript 
Society  News  various  collectors  and  dealers 
gave  their  own  opinions  on  market  condi¬ 
tions.  The  subject  of  fads  was  addressed, 
somewhat  relevant  to  the  rare  coin  market 
as  well  (although  the  article  did  not  mention 
coins). 

Catherine  Williamson  of  Butterfield’s, 
owned  by  e-Bay,  commented  that  while 
Princess  Diana  was  alive,  cards  by  her  sold 
for  $2,500  each,  but  after  her  death  prices 
soared  to  about  $14,000.  Now,  with  the 
saturated  market,  the  cards  are  lucky  to 
fetch  $2,000. 

Whose  autograph  do  you  think  is  the 
“hottest  selling”  in  the  market  today?  We 
would  never  have  guessed  what  the  Journal 
stated:  “It  belongs  to  Mitsuo  Fuchida,  the 
Japanese  commander  who  led  the  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor  and  radioed  home  the  victory 
cry,  “Tora,  Tora,  Tora!” 

Apparently,  World  War  II  is  all  the  rage 
now  in  the  autograph  field. 

Chris  Coover,  of  the  auction  house  of 


Christie’s,  stated  that  movies  such  as  Saving 
Private  Ryan,  Pearl  Harbor,  and  the  contro¬ 
versy  over  erecting  a  World  War  II  memo¬ 
rial  in  the  mall  in  Washington  “have  raised 
collecting  interest  in  the  second  World  War 
at  the  expense  of  the  Civil  War,”  at  least  for 
lesser  known  Civil  War  figures. 

Interestingly,  in  numismatics  there  is  rela¬ 
tively  little  widespread  interest  in  World 
War  II  coins,  perhaps  because  most  of  them 
are  readily  collectible  as  they  were  made  in 
large  quantities.  However,  other  items  re¬ 
lating  to  the  conflict  are  indeed  in  demand 
by  specialists,  and  there  is  a  very  fine,  but 
not  widely  publicized  book  on  the  subject, 
byjoseph  E.  Boling  and  C.  Frederick  Schwan, 
World  War  II  Remembered,  History  in  your 
Hands— A  Numismatic  Study,  and  also  World 
War  II  Military  Currency. 

While  in  rare  coins  most  emphasis  is  on 
grade,  often  this  being  secondary  to  true 
rarity,  in  autographs  emphasis  is  on  content 
and  historical  importance.  Rarity  doesn’thave 
much  to  do  with  it.  An  autograph  or  docu¬ 
ment  by  some  obscure  state  governor  might 
have  no  market  value  wh?”''''"  '“r,  whereas  a 
few  lines  on  an  ordinary  n .  penned  by 
Abraham  Lincoln,  would  be  worth  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars.  A  letter  with  excellent  his¬ 
torical  content,  such  as  by  Truman  com¬ 
menting  on  the  atomic  bomb,  or  George 
Washington  on  his  travails  at  Valley  Forge,  or 
Lincoln  on  slavery,  would  be  worth  many 
multiples  worth  of  a  simple  communication.

It  is  rather  frustrating  for  us  or  anyone  else  to  offer,  for  example,  a  pattern  coin  that 
comes  in  both  reeded  and  plain  edge  varieties,  and  for  the  owner  of  the  coin  not  to  be  able 
to  see  the  edge.  Similarly,  a  circa  1792  Kentucky  token  usually  comes  with  plain  edge,  but 
sometimes  with  lettered  edge,  and  now  we  would  at  least  be  able  to  glimpse  part  of  the 
lettered  edge.

Did  you  get  a  chance  to  read  Wayne  Rich’s  comment 
about  his  little  hoard  of 1 864-L  cents  in  his  biography  in  our 
March  catalogue.  If  not,  here  is  a  second  chance.  Wayne, 
boni  in  1 9 1 2,  discovered  numismatics  in  1 939,  and  went  on 
to  achieve  great  prominence  in  the  field.  Early  in  his  collect¬ 
ing  career  he  found  a  hoard  of  Indian  cents  in  an  attic  above 
an  old  Post  Office  in  Maine.  And  then: 

“In  1939,  I  was  chaperone  for  a  group  of  4-H  members 
going  to  Washington,  D.C.  and  the  New  York  World’s 
Fair.  I  had  about  25  1864-L  cents  in  ‘Fine’  condition  and 
took  them  to  New  Nethcrland.s  Coin  Co.  I  asked  the 
owner,  Moritz  Womiser,  what  he  would  pay.  He  offered 
$1.50  each,  which  1  rhouglit  was  a  fair  price. 

“‘Do  you  have  any  more.'  he  asked?  I  pulled  out  20  more. 
‘How  much  for  the  lot?’  ‘Same  price,  $1 .50  each.’ 

“Apparently,  he  was  very  frightened  by  such  a  large 
quantity,  so  he  quickly  withdrew  his  offer  completely:  ‘I 
guess  I  won’t  take  any  today.’ 

“I  kept  the  1 864-L  cents,  and  later  sold  them  for  S9  each. 
Wlien  I  saw  Womiser  later  I  kidded  hiniabout  his  refusal  to 
pay  SI. 50  each.  Of  course,  now  [in  2002]  each  coin  would 
be  worth  a  couple  hundred  dollars.”

As  John  Greenleaf  Whittier  mused  in 
“Maud  Muller,”  what  might  have  been  is 
more  wistful  to  contemplate  that  what  ac¬ 
tually  was. 

In  poking  through  a  large  file  of  “stuff” 
the  other  day,  we  came  across  these  “what 
might  have  been”  situations,  which  we  share: 

On  January  22,  1849,  the  U.S.  Senate 
considered  a  communication  from  the  ma¬ 
jor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
noting  in  part:  “Whereas  it  is  understood 
that  it  is  contemplated  by  the  general  gov¬ 
ernment  to  establish  a  branch  mint  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  believing  that  the 
city  of  Brooklyn  presents  superior  induce¬ 
ments  and  facilities  for  that  purpose  over 
our  sister  city  in  economical  arrangements, 
salubrity  of  air,  general  healthfulness  and 
desirable  locality;  therefore,  resolved,  that 
our  representative  in  congress.. .be  autho¬ 
rized  to  use  his  endeavors  with  the  Secre-

tary  of  the  T reasury  and  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  cause  said  branch  mint  to 
be  located  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn...” 

In  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  on  February 
19,  1876,  the  Board  of  Trade  made  this 
resolution:  “That  the  president  and  secre¬ 
tary  of  this  Board  of  Trade  be,  and  are 
hereby,  instructed  to  offer  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  and  through  him  to  the 
Government,  all  the  grounds  desired,  and  a 
building  prepared  and  fitted  up  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  proposed  mint  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  free  of  cost; 
or,  to  offer,  if  more  desirable,  the  necessary 
grounds  and  a  building  for  said  mint,  to  be 
erected  new,  upon  plans  prescribed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Mint,  free  of  cost,  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  said  mint  be  located  in  Kansas  City, 
MO.”

Aboard  the  Chancellor  Livingston 

Tuesday,  October  7.  Took  the  Providence 
stage  at  five  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  arrived 
at  Providence  between  eleven  and  twelve,  and 
went  directly  on  board  the  steamboat  Chancellor 
Livingston,  and  soon  after  twelve  left  the  wharf 
for  Newport  and  New  York.  Arrived  at  New¬ 
port  about  half  past  three,  and  took  in  more 
passengers,  making  in  all  about  a  hundred;  left 
the  wharf  in  about  half  an  hour,  and  proceeded 
on  for  New  York. 

Wind  strong  ahead;  at  sunset  we  were  in  the 
open  sea  N.W.  from  Block  Island,  which  was 
just  in  sight,  and  a  heavy  sea  was  going,  which 
pitched  and  rolled  the  boat  so  that  few  of  the 
passengers  walk  the  deck  without  staggering 
and  stumbhng,  as  if  they  were  drunk;  this  was  a 
source  of  some  merriment  for  a  while,  but  be¬ 
fore  nine  o’clock  aU  the  women  but  one  and 
most  of  male  passengers  were  seasick;  the  ladies 
confined  themselves  to  their  cabin,  30  or  40  of 
them  all  sick  together,  and  the  female  servants 
said  there  was  a  devil  of  a  time  amongst  them. 

I  stood  it  tolerable  well,  but  could  not  eat 
any  supper;  1  sat  down  at  the  table,  but  it  was  in 
so  much  motion  that  my  head  began  to  fly 
round,  and  1  cleared  out  for  the  deck  again.  1 
stayed  above  until  the  tables  were  cleared  off 
and  then  went  down  and  turned  in.  The  lower 
cabin  of  this  boat  is  used  for  a  dining  hall,  and 
two  tables  are  set  the  whole  length  of  it,  at 
which  a  hundred  people  can  be  comfortably 
seated,  and  the  fare  and  attendance  is  much  the 
same  as  it  is  in  the  first  rate  hotels. 

An  Elegant  Steamer 

The  upper  cabin  is  not  quite  so  large  and  is 
appropriated  solely  for  the  ladies.  Gentlemen, 
however,  are  not  denied  access  thereto.  Both 
cabins  are  elegantly  furnished  with  curtains  and 
brass  clasps  all  around  the  sides,  and  behind 
these  curtains  are  the  berths  to  sleep  in  These 
berths  are  sufficiently  large  for  one  person  each, 
and  are  in  two  rows,  one  over  the  other,  so  that 
those  who  sleep  in  the  upper  tier  have  to  climb 
up  by  the  lower  one  to  get  into  them;  they  are 
furnished  with  a  mattress,  bed  sheets,  counter¬ 
pane  and  pillow,  and  are  quite  comfortable;  they 
are  all  numbered,  and  when  the  passengers 
come  on  board  they  make  it  their  first  business 
to  obtain  the  way-bill  and  enter  their  name 
against  such  number  as  they  select,  and  I  found 
that  the  stern  berths  were  first  taken  up,  they 
being  further  from  the  machinery  and  least  ex¬ 
posed  in  case  of  bursting  of  the  boiler  or  other 
accident. 

In  the  fore  end  of  the  vessel  there  is  another 
cabin,  furnished  in  some  what  the  same  style  of 
the  others.  In  this  cabin  is  kept  a  bar  where  pas¬ 
sengers  resort  for  refreshment;  there  is  also  a 
passage  way  from  this  room  to  the  stem  cabin 
on  one  side  of  the  vessel,  with  a  row  of  berths 
on  one  side  of  it,  so  that  the  berths  go  the  whole 
length  of  the  boat  on  one  side.  The  machinery 
occupies  the  middle  of  the  boat,  and  the  cook 
room  or  kitchen  the  side  opposite  the  passage 
way  between  the  bow  and  stern  cabins;  these 
are  all  on  the  lower  deck. 

The  middle  deck  is  occupied  by  the  ladies’ 
cabin  in  the  stern,  baggage  rooms,  captain’s 
room  and  captain’s  office  amidships,  machinery 
in  the  centre,  and  an  open  deck  forward,  with 
wood  rooms  and  convenient  dressing  rooms  on 
each  side.  The  upper  deck  is  open,  with  railings 
all  around.  At  the  stem  end  of  this  deck  is  a  kind 
of  summer  house,  called  the  ladies’  saloon,  with 
glass  windows  all  round,  and  seats  within. 

The  boat  is  about  as  long  as  a  common  ship, 
has  three  masts  and  sails  to  use  when  the  wind 
serves.  She  travels  at  the  rate  of  about  eight  or 
nine  miles  an  hour  with  the  steam  alone,  and 
ten  or  twelve  when  she  has  the  advantage  of  a 
fair  wind.  The  crew  consists  of  the  captain,  his 
mate  and  clerk,  a  bar  keeper,  two  engineers, 
about  a  dozen  sailors — and  porters,  cooks,  and 
servants,  I  don’t  know  how  many.  This  descrip¬ 
tion  apphes  to  the  Chancellor  Livingston,  but  not 
to  all  the  steamboats.  The  Livingston  is  of  the 
largest  class  of  boats,  and  is  an  elegant  vessel. 

Unexpected  Adventure  at  Sea 

Wednesday,  October  8,  1828.  Got  up  this 


morning  at  6  o’clock.  Wind  blew  hard  aU  night, 
and  been  in  heavy  sea  all  night,  the  vessel  roUed  and 
pitched  exceedingly,  but  the  wind  has  abated  some 
and  the  water  is  not  so  rough,  we  having  got  into 
Long  Island  Sound.  About  seven  o’clock  the  boat 
stopped,  and  on  enquiring  the  cause,  was  informed 
that  the  center  shaft  was  broken  off,  and  that  the 
boat  was  thereby  entirely  unable  to  proceed.  The 
captain  ordered  the  anchor  cast,  which  was  done 
immediately,  and  he  dispatched  Ins  clerk  and  four 
men  with  the  smaUer  boat,  and  directed  him  to  go 
ashore  onto  Long  Island,  and  obtain  the  quickest 
possible  passage  to  New  York,  and  get  another  boat 
to  tow  the  Livingston  up.  This  took  place  off  Hun¬ 
tington  Light  House,  about  45  miles  from  New 
York.  Here  we  were,  about  eight  miles  from  the 
shore  on  one  side,  and  about  three  miles  from  Long 
Island  on  the  other. 

Another  boat  was  dispatched  for  the  Connecti¬ 
cut  shore,  which  gave  information  of  our  situation 
to  the  steamboat  John  Marshall,  which  came  to  us 
about  12  o’clock,  and  aU  the  passengers  and  baggage 
was  transferred  to  her,  and  also  the  dinner  which 
had  been  prepared  on  board  the  Livingston.  The 
Marshall  is  a  smaUer  boat  than  the  Livingston,  and 
both  lots  of  passengers  together,  say  about  200, 
made  the  people  pretty  thick,  and  for  the  dinner  we 
had  to  wait  untU  the  ladies  had  dined,  as  there  was 


not  room  for  aU;  we  however  got  some  dinner  at 
last.  We  left  the  Livingston  about  one  o’clock, 
and  arrived  at  New  York  about  nine  in  the 
evening.  I  and  two  other  gentlemen  went  to  a 
Mrs.  Johnson’s  in  Pearl  Street,  and  put  up;  had  a 
pretty  comfortable  night’s  lodging. 

In  New  Jersey 

Thursday,  October  9,  1828.  Walked  out  in 
the  morning  before  breakfast,  to  take  a  peep  at 
the  famous  city  of  New  York,  and  returned  to 
Mrs.  Johnson’s  to  breakfast.  After  breakfrst  went 
to  the  landing  place  of  the  Union  Line  Steam¬ 
boats  to  engage  passage  to  Philadelphia;  wrote  a 
letter  to  brother  John  and  put  it  into  the  Post-Of¬ 
fice;  went  back  to  Mrs.  Johnson’s,  paid  my  bill  of 
entertainment,  and  got  a  porter  to  carry  my  trunk 
to  the  landing,  and  went  on  board  steamboat 
Bellona,  bound  for  New  Brunswick,  where  we  ar¬ 
rived  about  4  or  5  o’clock,  and  took  stages  for 
Princeton  and  Trenton. 

New  Brunswick  is  situated  far  up  a  deep,  nar¬ 
row,  crooked  river,  over  which  there  is  a  hand¬ 
some  bridge,  just  above  the  landing  place.  The 
town  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  has 
a  pretty  handsome  college  building,  but  the 
dwelling  houses  generally  look  rather  mean. 
From  this  place  to  Princeton  the  land  is  very  level 
and  of  a  reddish  color,  and  appears  to  be  produc¬ 
tive;  the  corn  had  been  cut  up,  stalks  and  all  to¬ 
gether,  and  was  standing  in  shocks,  while  the 
ground  had  been  sown  with  wheat,  which  was  up 
and  looking  quite  green.  There  were  many  large 
orchards,  but  they  asked  me  three  cents  for  a  glass 
of  cider  at  the  tavern  which  we  stopped;  and  I 
saw  the  hogs  in  as  fine  a  field  of  clover  as  can  be 
found  in  Hillsborough  County.  These 
Jerseymen’s  barns  were  generally  covered  with 
thatch — straw — and  great  quantities  of  hay  was 
stacked.  I  saw  seven  large  stacks  of  hay  in  one 
place,  and  in  some  places,  instead  of  putting  the 
hay  into  the  barn,  it  was  stacked  on  the  top  of  it. 
Princeton  is  a  handsome  place,  although  it  was 
dark  when  I  passed  through  there,  the  land  laid 
handsome,  and  the  college  and  other  buildings 
stood  a  little  back  from  the  road,  and  were  to  be 
seen  through  the  rows  of  trees  which  stood  be¬ 
tween  them  and  the  road. 

We  arrived  at  Trenton  about  nine  o’clock, 
where  we  took  supper  and  lodging,  for  which  they 
charged  75  cents,  besides  paying  the  boot  blacker  in 
the  morning. 


On  to  Philadelphia 

About  o’clock,  Friday  morning,  we  were  called 
up  to  go  on  board  the  steamboat  for  Philadelphia, 
so  that  I  saw  very  little  of  Trenton,  more  than  to 
ascertain  it  to  be  at  the  head  of  sloop  navigation  on 
the  Delaware  Paver,  and  considerable  of  a  place. 
We  aU  got  stowed  on  board  and  went  on  down  the 
river  very  prettily; 

When  it  became  dayhght  I  found  out  that  there 
were  a  company  of  Germans  on  board,  chiefly  on 
the  upper  deck,  and  I  went  up  to  see  them,  and 
there  they  were,  men  women  and  children,  some 
standing,  some  sitting,  and  some  lying  right  in  the 
open  air,  some  asleep  and  some  awake,  and  all 
mixed  up  like  a  flock  of  cattle.  They  were  the  most 
miserable  and  motley  looking  set  I  ever  saw.  I  un¬ 
derstood  from  the  captain  that  they  were  emigrants, 
late  from  Amsterdam,  but  I  could  not  understand 
them  any  more  than  I  could  a  flock  of  blackbirds. 
We  however  got  along  very  weU  and  arrived  Phila¬ 
delphia  about  nine  o’clock. 

Here  is  a  beautiful  city,  the  streets  are  wide  and 
straight  and  cut  each  other  at  right  angles,  and  con¬ 
sist  of  13  or  14  streets  from  north  to  south,  1  do  not 
know  how  long,  but  probably  two  miles,  and  a 
great  many  streets  from  east  to  west,  extending 
from  the  Delaware  River  to  the  Schuylkill;  the 
market  extends  this  way  through  the  center  of  the 
city,  and  consists  of  a  low,  regular  line  of 
buildings,  with  vacancies  for  the  trans¬ 
verse  streets.  But  it  wiU  not  do  for  me  to 
undertake  here  to  give  a  minute  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  city,  as  I  am  incompetent  to 
the  task.  Therefore,  suffice  it  to  say,  the 
public  buildings  are  numerous  and  el¬ 
egant,  fresh  water  is  conveyed  to  almost 
every  house,  which  is  drawn  from  the 
Schuylkill  BJver  above  the  tide  water, 
which  is  a  great  convenience.  The  city  is 
level,  and  has  an  extensive  range  of  ship¬ 
ping  lying  at  the  wharves  on  the 
Delaware  side.  I  took  lodg¬ 
ings  at  the  Mansion  House 
Hotel,  and  spent  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  day  in 
walking  about  the  city 
and  reading  newspapers. 


Taking  Care  of 
Business 

Saturday,  October  1 1, 
1828.  Became  acquainted 
with  William  Badger, 
Esq.,  attomey-at-law, 
with  whom  1  had  business, 
and  I  also  made  myself  ac¬ 
quainted  with  Rev.  Mr.  Fisk,  a 
Universalist  minister,  formerly  belonging  at 
Wilton,  N.H.,  and  now  settled  in  Pliiladelphia. 

An  Illogical  Sermon 

Sunday,  October  12,  1828.  Spent  chief  of  the 
day  at  my  lodgings,  but  exercised  myself  some 
walking  the  streets.  Just  before  night  I  called  on  Mr. 
Fisk,  at  his  boarding  house,  and  after  spending  some 
time  with  him,  he  informed  me  that  he  had  a  meet¬ 
ing  that  evening,  and  invited  me  to  attend.  I  ac¬ 
cepted  his  invitation  and  went  with  him;  the  meet¬ 
ing-house  was  very  full,  and  they  had  what  they 
called  excellent  singing,  part  of  which  I  liked  very 
well,  and  a  part  not.  The  preaching  was  to  me  sin¬ 
gular,  but  the  speaker  displayed  considerable  ora¬ 
tory  and  an  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  scrip¬ 
tures,  but  he  tore  it  all  to  pieces  by  exposing  appar¬ 
ent  contradictions,  and  making  out  that  it  never  was 
the  intention  of  a  just  and  a  merciful  God  to  con¬ 
demn  his  own  created  creatures  to  an  everlasting 
punishment  for  a  few  short  years  of  disobedience. 
Because  he  said  the  punishment  would  be  alto¬ 
gether  disproportionate  with  the  crime,  and  never 
could  be  inflicted  by  a  just  judge,  &c. 

Attending  Court 

Monday,  October  13,  1828.  Attended  the 
United  States  District  Court  most  of  this  day.  judge 
Washington  held  the  court  solus. 

Visiting  the  Mint 

Tuesday,  October  14.  Went  with  my  friend  Fisk 
to  a  Quaker  funeral.  No  parade,  no  noise,  the 
hearse  was  brought  before  the  door,  and  the  coffin 
was  brought  out  of  the  house  and  placed  into  it. 
The  old  people,  relatives  of  the  deceased,  came  out 
and  got  into  a  carriage  that  was  prepared  for  them. 


and  proceeded  on  after  the  hearse,  and  the 
younger  relatives  came  out  and  fomred  proces¬ 
sion  with  friends  and  spectators  behind,  and 
proceed  directly  to  the  burying  ground.  When 
the  hearse  arrived  opposite  the  gate  it  stopped, 
the  coffin  was  taken  out  and  carried  into  the 
yard  and  set  down  beside  the  grave.  The  proces¬ 
sion  gathered  up  around  it  and  stood  there  for 
some  space  of  time,  all  silent.  The  old  ladies 
were  seated  in  chairs  previously  placed  there  for 
them.  After  some  time,  the  coffin  was  let  down 
into  the  grave,  and  then  again  all  was  stiU  and 
silent.  By  and  by  the  relatives  move  up  to  the 
grave  and  stand  there  some  time  looking  down 
into  it;  and  then  turn  about  and  walk  out  of  the 
yard,  not  a  word  said  during  the  whole  time. 

I  and  Mr.  Fisk  left  the  company  at  the  gate 
and  went  to  see  the  United  States  Mint.  There 
they  were,  striking  offhalf  dollars  in  one  room, 
and  cents  in  another.  The  other  part  of  the  works 
were  not  in  operation.  I  enquired  how  many  half 
dollars  they  struck  offin  a  minute,  and  they  said 
43.  The  pieces  of  silver  were  plated  out  and  cut 
to  the  right  size  previously,  so  that  they  were  only 
given  the  impression.  It  took  three  men  to  do 
this;  all  of  them  had  hold  of  the  machine  at  a 
time,  and  it  appeared  to  be  pretty  hard  labor. 

From  this  we  went  about  two  miles  up  to  the 
Schuylkill  Falls  to  see  the  water  works,  &c.;  here 
we  found  a  great  work  and  a  great  curiosity.  The 
water  is  thrown  up  a  precipice  90  feet  into  a  res¬ 
ervoir  or  basin,  in  quantity  sufficient  to  supply 
the  whole  city,  and  is  carried  from  thence  in  cast 
iron  pipes  into  aU  the  streets.  The  forcing  engines 
are  carried  by  large  water  wheels,  similar  in  con¬ 
struction  to  the  breast  wheel  of  a  factory.  There 
are  four  of  these  wheels  in  the  buildings,  but  only 
two  of  them  are  in  use  at  present,  these  being  suf¬ 
ficient  for  the  present  supply  of  water.  There  is  a 
large  hotel  connected  with  the  building  in  which 
these  wheels  are,  both  made  of  hewn  stone  with 
brick  waUs  around;  the  canal  passes  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  side  of  the  river  against  the  water  works.  I 
shaU  not  undertake  to  give  an  adequate  idea  of 
tliis  place,  for  if  I  should  attempt  it  I  should  fail  to 
do  it  justice,  therefore  if  you  want  to  know  how 
it  looks  you  must  go  and,  see  it. 

Hurraw  for  Jackson! 

I  and  my  friend  Fisk  remmed  to  the  city,  and 
as  we  passed  through  the  streets  the  boys  were 
bawling  Hurraw  for  Jackson!  and  now  and  then 
one  said  hurraw  for  Adams!  It  was  election  day 
for  members  of  Congress  and  city  officers.  We 
passed  down  by  the  State  House  where  they 
were  voting;  there  was  a  great  crowd  of  people, 
and  a  great  many  flags  displayed  from  the  neigh¬ 
boring  windows.  The  beU  rang  from  6  o’clock 
in  the  morning  tiU  9  at  night.  There  were  two 
buildings  burnt  during  the  day,  wliich  added  to 
the  bustle  and  confusion.  In  the  evening,  after 
the  state  of  the  votes  for  members  of  Congress 
were  ascertained,  the  populace  assembled  before 
the  house  of  the  successful  candidate  in  the  city, 
and  gave  him  about  30  cheers;  they  then  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  house  of  the  opposite  and  unsuc¬ 
cessful  candidate  and  saluted  him  with  nine 
groans;  they  then  proceeded  to  opposite  Binn’s 
printing  office  and  held  a  council  and  discussed 
the  question,  whether  to  tear  it  down  or  not. 
Many  were  for  tearing  it  down  over  his  head 
immediately,  but  after  much  clamor  and  noise 
they  went  offhurrawing  for  Jackson. 

Election  Aftermath 

Wednesday,  October  15, 1828.  The  adminis¬ 
tration  party  acknowledge  a  complete  defeat. 
Some  of  the  Jackson  candidates  were  elected  by 
above  a  thousand  majority,  and  the  Jackson  can¬ 
didate  for  congress  0udge  Hemphill),  opposed  to 
the  Adams  candidate  (John  Sargent),  had  557 
majority.  This  was  die  unkindest  cut  of  all,  as  the 
Adams’  party  were  confident  of  reelecting 
Saigent.  I  beheve  that  every  possible  exertion  was 
made  by  both  parties,  and  the  elections  were  cer¬ 
tainly  in  direct  reference  to  the  presidential  ques¬ 
tion.  I  heard  one  Adams  man  say,  “Well,  we  have 
got  beat,  but  I  worked  hard  and  I  have  been  mad 
enough  aU  the  morning  to  knock  down  every 
Jacksonite  I  met.  1  believe  however  that  he  did 
not  knock  anybody  down.  I  have  spent  the  day 
some  how  or  other.  Read  five  or  six  newspapers. 
Traveled  the  streets.  Bought  me  a  surtout,  and  a 
pair  ofscissoR  for  Juliet.

Because  You  Asked 


We  invite  readers  to  submit  questions  relating  to  American  numismatics.  Those  deemed 
to  be  of  general  interest  will  be  answered  in  this  column  by  our  editor,  Q.  David  Bowers. 


J.M.C.  ASKS:  I  have  three  questions  for 
which  I  hope  you  can  provide  some  infor¬ 
mation: 

Are  there  any  coins  or  tokens,  United 
States  or  otherwise,  that  were  counter- 
stamped  by  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  or,  for  that  rnatter,  anyone  in  the 
South  during  the  Civil  War  era  1861-1865? 

1  am  referring  not  only  t’o  the  government 
but  to  merchants  who  did  business  in  New 
Orleans,  Richmond,  Atlanta,  and  other  cit¬ 
ies.  A  dealer  told  me  there  were  some,  but 
couldn’t  be  specific. 

My  second  question  is  about  cleaning.  I 
have  read  the  Photograde  reference  book 
which  has  a  good  discussion,  but  I  wonder 
what  your  personal  thoughts  are.  What 
about  soap  and  water?  Many  old  coins  are 
cleaned  with  alcohol  and  some  were  cleaned 
by  rubbing  with  baking  soda.  Often,  coins 
that  have  been  cleaned  later  become  nicely 
toned.  I  realize  that  it  is  often  the  case  that 
one  cannot  determine  whether  a  coin  has 
been  cleaned  or  not,  but  you  might  want  to 
share  some  thoughts. 

My  final  question  relates  to  a  “1794 
silver  dollar”  that  I  saw  at  a  coin  show  in 
the  Midwest  a  few  years  ago,  offered  by  a 
well-known  dealer,  who  told  me  that  it 
was  made  in  the  1860s  or  1870s,  possibly 
for  Elliot  Woodward,  the  well-known 
dealer.  The  owner  said  it  was  worth  at 
least  several  thousand  dollars  and  it  wasn’t 
for  sale  at  the  time. 

As  a  last  item,  I  really  enjoyed  the  1804 
quarter  dollar  I  bought  from  you  lately.  It 
was  super! 

CC  ANSWERS;  Thanks!  Although  I 
have  a  backlog  of  dozens  of  questions  for 
this  column,  your  letter  arrived  at  the  same 
time  I  am  preparing  the  next  Coin  Collector, 
so  I  will  use  it  right  away. 

Regarding  counterstamps  issued  in  the 
south  during  the  Civil  War,  perhaps  the 
most  famous  is  the  piece  issued  by  J.B. 
Schiller.  As  Russ  Rulau,  compiler  of  the 
Standard  Catalog  of  United  States  Tokens 
1 700- 1 900,  often  clips  things  from  our  cata¬ 
logues  to  use  (we  are  happy  to  share),  we 
know  he  won’t  mind  if— considering  that 
turnabout  is  fair  play— we  use  this  from  his: 

“Rulau  No.  LA-  05;  Date:  1862;  Metal: 
Cupronickel;  Size:  19mm;  VG  $3,000.;  Fine: 
$4,000.;  VF:  $5,000.;  EF:  Unpriced.  J.B. 
SCHILLER  counterstamped  on  face  of  U.S. 
1860  Indian  head  cent.  Large  X 
counterstamp  over  ONE  on  reverse  of 
cent.  Plain  edge.  Only  9  known.  (Brunk 
35777) 

“There  are  also  scrip  notes  of  this  issuer, 
dated  April  3, 1 862,  payable  in  Confederate 
currency,  in  25  and  50<ent  denominations. 
New  Orleans  was  under  Union  siege  at  that 
time;  it  fell  to  Admiral  Farragut’s  forces  May 
1 , 1 862.  The  token  is  thought  to  represent 
10  cents  in  value. 

“John  B.  Schiller,  an  importer  of  spirits, 
also  became  the  proprietor  of  the  Sazerac 
Coffee  House  in  1859.  This  saloon  at  16 
Royal  Street  was  in  the  Merchants  Ex¬ 
change  building  and  became  the  favorite 
watering  hole  of  the  local  business  com¬ 


munity.  As  an  importer,  Schiller  was  the 
agent  for  Sazerac-de-Forge  et  Fils  of 
Limoges,  France,  and  served  the  Sazerac 
brand  of  cognac  exclusively. 

“Schiller  invented  the  ‘Sazerac,’  or  brandy 
cocktail,  the  appetizer  that  made  New  Or¬ 
leans  famous... 

“The  Schiller  counterstamp  was  first 
reported  in  rAMSjourno/for  March  1963  by 
Robert  Lindesmith  in  a  letter  to  editor  Russ 
Rulau.  It  was  written  up  by  Rulau  in  Coin 
World  in  1963  also.  It  is,  properly,  a  siege 
piece  and  thus  even  more  important.” 

1  personally  have  collected  counter- 
stamped  copper  cents  1793-1857  (a  chapi¬ 
ter  about  which  will  appear  in  my  new  book. 
More  Adventures  with  Rare  Coins).  How¬ 
ever,  I  have  not  investigated  very  deeply 
counterstamps  issued  during  the  Civil  War. 

With  regard  to  cleaning  coins,  without 
going  into  the  subject  at  depth,  there  is 
“good”  and  “bad”  cleaning,  as  you  know. 
Lightly  washing  a  coin  with  soap  and  water, 
and  potting  it  dry,  is  perfectly  fine,  but  do  not 
rub  or  use  friqtion.  Similarly,  a  coin  put  in  an 
ultrasonic  cleaVier  of  the  type  a  jeweler  uses 
can  have  its  dirt  removed,  but  it  is  important 
not  to  add  any  active  chemical  agent.  Again, 
soap  and  water  would  suffice.  The  solvent 
acetone,  which  must  be  used  with  adequate 
ventilation  and  care,  will  remove  grease  and 
can  be  employed  in  a  desirable  manner. 
However,  when  grease  is  removed  from  the 
surface  of  a  coin  it  becomes  “bare,”  and  the 
surface  may  be  more  active  than  other¬ 
wise— this  being  true  for  silver  and  copper 
coins  not  for  gold  (somewhat  similarly,  the 
human  skin  has  protective  oils,  which  if 
removed  by  frequent  washing  can  some¬ 
times  cause  problems). 

Taking  an  example— although  many  illus¬ 
trations  can  be  given— if  a  Proof  coin  is  today 
graded  Proof-60  or  Proof-61,  it  is  because 
such  a  coin,  sold  in  pristine  condition  and 
without  hairlines,  has  acquired  them  in  in¬ 
tervening  years.  Thus,  just  about  every  Proof- 
62  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar,  for  example, 
could  be  described  as;  “Proof  61,  once 
cleaned  and  now  exhibiting  hairlines.”  A 
great  deal  of  information  has  been  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  pages  of  Coin  World  and  Nu¬ 
mismatic  News,  with  relation  to  cleaning 
good  and  bad,  and  “conservation,”  and  I 
hesitate  to  devote  more  space  here. 

With  regard  to  the  1794  silver  dollar 
copy,  not  having  seen  it  I  cannot  say  much. 
However,  it  was  the  practice  at  one  time  for 
the  British  Museum,  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Society,  and  others,  to  make  electro¬ 
types  of  coins  to  sell  or  otherwise  distribute 
for  study  purposes.  A  counterfeit  federal 
coin  is  indeed  a  counterfeit,  and  the  owner¬ 
ship  and  sale  of  one  might  be  subject  to 
question  even  though  it  is  in  numismatic 
hands  and  used  for  information  and  study. 
This  is  perhaps  more  a  legal  question  than  a 
numismatic  question. 

It  is  my  impression  that  today  anyone 
can  make  electrotypes,  struck  copies,  or 
whatever,  of  federal  coins  so  long  as  they 
have  the  word  COPY  placed  on  them  promi¬ 
nently.  Again,  I  do  not  know  all  the  answers.

“Coinage  operations  [commenced]  on  February  1, 1906, 
under  most  auspicious  circumstances,  having  thoroughly 
modem  equipment  in  every  pan.  Experts  of  the  mint  service 
from  Philadelphia,  New  C)rleans,  Washington,  and  San 
Francisco  had  been  detailed  at  Denver  for  months  previous, 
engaged  in  arranging  all  the  necessary  apparatus  required  for 
successful  operation. 

“The  building  is  practically  a  five-story  building,  three  of 
the  stories  being  above  the  street  level  and  two  below.  In  the 
lower  basement  are  installed  the  boilers,  pumps,  fiiel  econo¬ 
mizer,  induced-draft  apparatus,  air  compressors  for  the  arte¬ 
sian-well  air  lift,  house-water  pumps  and  tanks  for  water  and 
air  under  compression,  motor-driven  telescopic  ash  hoist, 
and  supply  tanks  for  the  storage  of  20,(XX)  gallons  of  crude  oil 
for  ftimace  use.  The  boilers  are  of  the  water-tube  type  and  are 
fitted  with  Hawley  down-draft  fiimaces.  An  engine-driven 
draft  &n  induces  draft  through  a  Green  economizer  to  a  steel 
stack,  which  extends  through  a  stack  and  pipe  shaft  to  about 
15  foet  above  the  roof of  the  building.

Time  for  a  Break! 

A  Little  Bit  of  History 

Commemoracives  are  endlessly  interesting,  and  each  one 
has  its  story.  This  is  the  story  of  the  Vancouver  half  dollar,  as 
written  by  Dave  Bowers.  If  the  Rare  Coin  RetHew  were  500 
to  1 ,000  pages  per  issue,  we  could  put  a  lot  of  stories  in,  but 
for  the  present  issue  this  will  suffice.  Our  point  is  that 
commemorativesareflin  to  collect — fascinatinghistoryyou 
can  hold  in  your  hand!  Just  think  of  it — ^your  coin  was 
actually  carried  aboard  a  “huge  DeHavilland  plane,  which  is 
equipped  with  a  12-cylinder  engine,”  and  flown  through 
the  air  with  the  greatest  of  ease,  over  hills  and  mountains, 
etc.,  etc.  Read  on!: 

The  1925  Fort  Vancouver  Centennial  half  dollar,  autho¬ 
rized  on  February  24,  1925  as  part  of  the  same  legislation 
which  made  possible  the  California  Diamond  Jubilee  and 
Vermont-Bennington  halves,  was  produced  to  observe  the 
1 00th  anniversary  of the  founding  ofFort  Vancouver,  Wash¬ 
ington  by  Dr.  John  McLoughiin  in  1825. 

McLoughlin,  a  physician  by  training,  became  associated 
with  the  North  West  Company,  a  fur-trading  group  which 
was  active  throughout  the  Pacific  Northwest.  In  1821  he 
was  instrumental  in  arranging  a  merger  between  the  North 
West  Company  and  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  In  1 825 , 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company,  McLoughlin 
established  Fort  Vancouver,  a  fortified  outpost  which  served 
as  the  center  of  trading  and  protection  for  about  1 ,000  white 
settlers  who  transacted  with  approximately  1 00,000  Indians 
in  the  territory.  McLoughlin  set  all  of  the  rules  for  the  fort 
and  governed  it  with  an  iron  hand. 

Later,  in  1842,  McLoughlin  founded  Oregon  City  in  the 
same  area.  Fort  Vancouver  in  Washington,  as  well  as 
Vancouver  Isbnd  and  Vancouver,  the  capital  of  British 
Columbia,  took  their  names  from  Captain  George 
Vancouver  (1758-1798),  who  sailed  with  Captain  James 
Cook  on  his  first  and  second  voyages.  After  Cook’s  death 
the  British  admiralty  gave  him  command  of  the  Discovery, 
aboard  which  ship  he  explored  the  Pacific  Northwest  Coast 
ofNorth  America,  first  arriving  there  on  April  18, 1792.  His 
travels  were  chronicled  in  a  book  published  in  1798,  A 
Voya^  of  Discovery  to  the  North  Pacific  Ocean  and  Round  the 
World  in  1790-5. 

The  commemorative  coin  project  was  handled  by  the 
Fort  Vancouver  Centennial  Corporation,  which  intended 
to  use  the  proceeds  to  help  fund  Centennial  events.  Sidney 
Bell,  a  Portland  artist,  was  selected  to  prepare  designs  for  the 
half  dollar.  The  portrait  of  McLoughlin  was  taken  from  a 
sketch  by  John  T.  Urquhart.  The  local  committee  liked 
Bell’s  work,  but  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  rejected  it  as 
unsatisfactory.  Laura  Gardin  Fraser,  who  by  this  time  was 
familiar  vrith  commemoratives  (having  designed  the  1921 
Alabama  and  1922  Grant  coins),  revised  the  motifs  and 
completed  the  models  from  which  dies  were  made. 

The  obverse  depicted  a  bust  ofMcLoughlin,  whereas  the 
reverse  showed  a  pioneer  (specifically  a  trapper,  per  original 
correspondence  with  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts),  stand¬ 
ing  with  gun  in  hand,  with  the  Fort  Vancouver  stockade  in 
the  background,  set  against  Mt.  Hood  and  the  Columbia 
River.  Around  the  rim  of  the  coin  appeared  the  inscriptions 
FORT  VANCOUVER  CENTENNIAL  and 
HUDSON’S  BAY  COMPANY. 

Although  up  to  300,000  pieces  were  authorized,  coinage 
was  cautious,  and  by  August  1, 1925,  only  50,028  had  been 
struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  By  error  the  S  mintinark  was 
omitted. 

As  part  of  the  publicity  the  entire  shipment  ofhalf  dollars, 
weighing  1,462  pounds  (including  packing  material),  was 
flown  by  air  from  San  Francisco  to  Vancouver  on  August 
1st.  The  Oregon  Sundayjournaf  Portland,  Oregon,  August  2, 
1925,  contained  the  following  article,  “To  San  Francisco 
and  back  in  1 1  Hours.”  The  byline  noted  it  was  “by  Donald 
Sterling,  managing  editor  of  the  Journal,  who  accompanied 
Lieutenant  Oakley  G.  Kelly,  U.S.A.,  on  a  round-trip  air 
flight  to  San  Francisco  Saturday  [August  1, 1925].”  The  text 
is  excerpted  herewith: 

“From  Vancouver,  Washington,  to  San  Francisco  and 
return,  a  distance  of  1 ,100  miles,  in  10  hours  and  55  minutes 
flying  time,  was  a  feat  accomplished  Saturday  by  Lieutenant 
Oakley  G.  Kelly,  U.S.A.,  in  command  of  the  air  squadron 
at  Pearson  Field,  Vancouver  barracks,  in  the  first  round  trip 
airplane  flight  to  the  Bay  City  to  be  made  in  a  single  day.  The 
purpose  of  the  flight  was  to  receive  a  consignment  of  newly- 
coined  50-cent  pieces  from  the  United  States  Mint  at  San 
Francisco  designed  to  commemorate  the  1 00th  anniversary 


of  the  founding  ofFort  Vancouver.  On  its  face  the  new  half 
dollar  bears  a  likeness  of  Dr.  John  McLouglilin.  On  the 
reverse  side  is  the  figure  of  a  Hudson's  Bay  trapper. 

“Upon  Kelly’s  return  the  coins  were  received  with  due 
ceremony  at  Pearson  field  by  Herbert  Campbell  of  the 
I  'ancouver  Columbian,  president  of  the  centennial  which  will 
be  held  August  17  to  23.  The  first  coin  was  presented  to 
Lieutenant  Kelly.  Others  receiving  them  were  Mayor  N.E. 
Allen,  Councilman  O.W.  Stone,  Campbell  and  the  writer. 
Breakfast  in  Portland,  lunch  in  San  Francisco  and  dinner  in 
Portland  was  the  order  of  the  day  for  Lieutenant  Kelly  and 
his  passenger.  With  less  ado  than  the  average  citizen  makes 
in  backing  the  family  flivver  from  the  garage  of  a  morning, 
Kelly  drove  his  huge  DeHavilland  plane,  which  is  equipped 
with  a  12-cylinder  engine,  from  its  hangar  shortly  after  5 
o’clock.  He  and  his  passenger  climbed  aboard,  the  engine 
was  started  and  at  5:15  a.m.  the  machine  soared  from 
Pearson  field  and  sailed  southward.  Eugene,  llOmilesaway 
by  air,  was  reached  at  6: 1 5  and  a  stop  of20  minutes  taken  for 
gas.  Although  the  plane’s  capacity  is  1 00  gallons,  Lieutenant 
Kelly  wanted  to  make  sure  he  had  sufficient  fuel  to  reach  San 
Francisco.  At  7:45  the  fliers  passed  over  Medford,  at  9:15 

а. m.  over  Redding,  California,  and  alighted  at  Crissey  field, 
the  Presidio,  at  1 1 :20  a.m.,  an  elapsed  time  of  six  hours  and 
flying  time  of  five  hours  45  minutes. 

“George  Young  of  the  American  Bank  of  San  Francisco, 
amongothers,  was  awaiting  the  arrival  of the  plane  at  Crissey 
field,  having  in  his  possession  the  Centennial  half  dollars. 
Lieutenant  Kelly  receipted  for  them,  stowed  them  away  and 
while  the  pilot  and  his  passenger  partook  of  a  quick  lun¬ 
cheon,  the  machine  was  refueled  for  the  return  trip.  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Kelly  took  off from  Crissey  field  at  12:45  p.m.,  passed 
over  Williams,  California  at  1:45  p.m..  Redding  at  2:20 
p.m..  Pilot  Rock,  which  approximates  the  Califomia-Or- 
egon  state  line,  at  3:15  p.m.,  Roseburg  at  4:15,  and  Eugene 
at  4:50,  where  a  stop  of20  minutes  was  made  for  refueling. 
Flight  from  Eugene  was  resumed  at  5:10  and  the  plane 
alighted  on  Pearson  field,  Vancouver  barracks,  at  6:15  p.m. 
As  a  courtesy  to  The  Oregon  Journal  and  to  the  Vancouver 
Centennial,  Lieutenant  Kelly  circled  the Jounml  building  at 
Portland  and  the  central  business  district  of  Vancouver  on 
his  return. 

“This  is  only  one  of  another  long  list  of  air  achieve¬ 
ments  attaching  to  the  credit  of  Lieutenant  Kelly,  who 
has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  two  pilots  who 
made  the  first  non-stop  transcontinental  flight  in  May 
1923,  when  they  flew  more  than  2,600  miles  in  26  hours. 
Since  assigned  to  duty  at  Pearson  field,  Lieutenant  Kelly 
has  made  many  flights  up  and  down  the  coast  and  into  the 
interior.  But  the  novelty  of  Saturday’s  jaunt  was  the 
round  trip  feature.  On  a  previous  occasion  he  had  flown 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Portland  in  a  single  day.  Varying 
altitudes  and  speeds  were  attained  by  Lieutenant  Kelly, 
depending  on  the  air  conditions  and  the  nature  of  the 
country.  Throughout  the  Willamette  Valley,  going  and 
coming,  the  average  altitude  was  1,000  feet;  over  the 
rugged  regions  of  Douglas  and  Josephine  counties,  and 
over  the  Siskiyous  an  elevation  of  between  3,000  and 

б, 000  was  maintained  for  many  miles.  On  the  return  trip 
the  pilot  covered  the  first  300  miles  in  150  minutes, 
maintaining  an  average  speed  of  1 20  miles  an  hour.  Going 
down,  a  headwind  was  encountered  south  of  Roseburg, 
this  condition  being  aggravated  during  the  last  leg  of  the 
route  by  the  accustomed  fog  that  pervades  the  Bay  dis¬ 
trict.  The  return  trip,  however,  was  with  a  favorable 
wind,  which  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  return  was 
made  in  35  minutes  less  time  than  the  outgoing  trip.... 

“The  age  of  speed  is  here,  adding  as  it  does  to  the  com¬ 
plexities  oflife,  and  the  achievement  of  the  air  service  is  only 
another  answer  to  the  irresistible  challenge  that  Nature 
makes  to  restive  man.”  Among  the  photographs  accompa¬ 
nying  the  article  was  one  bearing  this  caption:  “Lieutenant 
Kelly  smiles  as  Herbert  Campbell,  president  of  the  V  ancouver 
Centennial,  pours  out  the  memorial  coins  which  Kelly 
delivered  into  the  waiting  hands  of  H.G.  Warren,  vice 
president  of  the  Vancouver  National  Bank.”  Sales  were 
effected  at  $1  per  coin  throughout  August  and  September 
1 925,  including  the  week-long  Fort  Vancouver  Centennial 
celebration,  which  began  on  August  17th.” 

Well,  we  could  write  a  lot  more,  but  the  next  listing 
beckons  for  our  attention.

A  Safe  Haven 


The  following  is  excerpted  from  The  Econo¬ 
mist  Moy  4,  2002: 

In  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  gold 
imports  rose  almost  sixfold  over  a  year 
earlier,  to  some  41,000  kilos.  Customers, 
says  Tadashi  Kizu,  marketing  manager  at 
Ishifuku  Metal,  the  third-largest  dealer  in 
precious  metals,  are  coming  in  with  wads  of 
cash  and  walking  out  with  gold  bars.  Gold 
futures  are  also  doing  brisk  business.  Trad¬ 
ing  volumes  so  far  this  year  are  three  times 
greater  than  they  were  last  year. 

Gold  has  become  a  safe  haven  for  inves¬ 
tors  who  are  concerned  about  Japan’s  wob¬ 
bly  financial  institutions  and  economy.  In¬ 
vestors  dislike  equities,  which  have  fallen 
steadily  for  at  least  a  decade.  They  worry 
that  the  country’s  rising  national  debt  might 
eventually  cause  a  fall  in  the  value  of  gov¬ 
ernment  bonds.  They  are  uneasy  about 
putting  money  into  foreign-denominated 


assets,  after  suffering  from  volatile  cur¬ 
rency  swings  in  the  past.  And,  to  top  it  all, 
says  Itsuo  Toshima,  regional  director  at 
the  World  Gold  Council,  some  of  today’s 
buyers  of  gold  also  had  their  fingers  burnt 
when  they  put  savings  into  money-market 
funds  with  such  safe  investments  as  the 
paper  of  Enron,  Argentina  and  Mycal,  a 
supermarket  chain  that  went  bust  last  Sep¬ 
tember. 

The  biggest  reason,  however,  for  the 
latest  rush  to  gold,  is  the  lifting  of  the 
government’s  blanket  protection  of  bank 
deposits  on  April  1st,  leaving  savings  ac¬ 
counts  of  over  10m  unprotected.  Deposi¬ 
tors  used  to  be  reluctant  to  invest  in  com¬ 
modities  such  as  gold,  because  they  yielded 
no  interest.  But  now  that  big  banks  have 
lowered  interest  rates  on  deposits  to 
0.001  %,  depositors  often  pay  more  in  trans¬ 
action  fees  than  they  earn  in  interest...

Replacement  material  required  various  properties 
to  simulate  copper  as  closely  as  possible.  Private 
companies  were  contacted  to  explore  materials  as 
diverse  as  plastic  and  glass.  Special  dies  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  use  in  the  testing  process.  The  firms 
involved  provided  sample  planchets  which  were 
struck  with  these  dies.  We  were  fortunate  to  ac¬ 
quire  a  small  quantity  of  plastic  “planchets”  or 
disks  which  were  left  over  from  one  of  the  private 
companies  involved.

1792  Dickeson  “cent.”  MS-64  RB.  A  splendid 
specimen  of  this  “1792  trial  piece,”  actually  made 
circa  the  1860s  from  an  embossed  revenue  stamp 
die.  Dr.  Montroville  W.  Dickeson  was  the  pro¬ 
genitor.  An  attractive  and  perennially  interesting 
issue .  1,795 

Tribute  to  Professor  Montroville  W.  Dickeson,  died 
April  14,  1882,  aged  69  yean,  as  taken  from  the  American 
Journal  of  Numistnatics,  July  1882; 

“He  was  a  doctor  of  medicine,  but  was  not  for  many  years 
in  practice,  having  devoted  himself  more  particularly  to 
natural  science  and  the  study  of  antiquities.  He  was  at  one 
time  associated  with  the  antiquary  and  archeologist,  E.G. 
Squier,  in  investigations  of  the  mounds  in  the  Western 
States,  and  published  a  paper  in  1851  on  that  subject. 

“He  was  the  author  of  the  Numistnatic  Manual,  a 


quarto,  published  several  years  ago  [actually  in  1859,  with 
subsequent  editions  of  1860  and  1865],  with  plates  and 
descriptions  of  American  coins,  and  which  is  still  highly 
valued  by  collectors,  though  somewhat  superseded  by 
Crosby’s  later  and  in  many  respects  more  valuable  work 
[Early  Coins  of  America,  which,  in  fact,  did  not  supersede  it, 
as  Crosby’s  focus  was  different  and  did  not  include  the 
majority  of  the  items  in  Dickeson’s  work]. 

“He  was  the  owner  of  a  large  collection  of  antiquities, 
curiosities,  minerals,  etc.,  which  was  the  foundation  upon 
which  was  opened  the  Philadelphia  City  Museum,  in 
Callowhill  Street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth,  in  1854.  That 
collection  was  afterward  [pin  1876  at  the  Centennial  Exhi¬ 
bition]  displayed  in  the  Government  ExhibitionBuildingin 
Fairmont  Park.  Prof.  Dickeson  was  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  had  held  professorship  in  one  or 
two  medical  colleges.’’ 

Another  commentary  concerning  Dickeson  was  penned 
by  Ebenezer  Locke  Mason,  Jr.,  and  appeared  in  June,  1882, 
in  Mason’s  Coin  Collectors’  Herald: 

“Strange  numismatic  coincidences  occur  at  times,  and 
strange  incidents  are  not  infrequent  in  the  career  of  a 
numismatist.  In  the  spring  of 1 860  the  writer  was  searching 
for  a  suitable  store  on  one  of  the  leading  thoroughfares  of 
Philadelphia  to  open  business  as  a  coin  dealer.  After  several 
days  offruidess  efforts  to  locate  injust  the  right  spot,  a  fiiend 
suggested  North  2nd  Street  as  a  suitable  locality,  where  the 
country  people  with  their  wagons  lined  the  sidewalks  twice 
a  week  to  dispose  of  the  products  of  their  farms. 

“With  this  hint,  the  embryo  coin  dealer  started  from  the 
center  of  the  city  and  walked  north  on  the  west  side  about 
two  miles  without  finding  a  store  suitable  for  his  business; 
but  upon  returning  south  on  the  east  side,  just  below 
Buttonwood  Street,  his  eyes  met  a  huge  placard  in  the  bulk 
window  of  an  antique  looking  store,  announcing  ‘This 
Store  to  Let,  Apply  at  21 1  Lombard  Street.’  Losing  no  time 
in  applying,  he  succeeded  in  securing  the  store  for  one  year; 
but  preliminary  to  the  payment  of  the  rent  the  landlord 
inquired  for  what  purpose  the  store  was  wanted — ’for  the 
coin  business,’  was  the  reply. 

“This  was  the  first  interview  we  had  and  the  first  time  we 
had  heard  of  Montroville  W.  Dickeson,  M.D.,  a  coin 
collector  of  some  thirty  years  standing,  and  the  author  of  a 
large  Coin  Manual  that  had  appeared  the  previous  year. 
Strange  that  after  so  long  a  search,  the  coin  dealer  should 
happen  to  rent  a  store  of  a  numismatist  and  find  in  the 
landlord  the  first  patron  at  his  place  ofbusiness.  In  a  few  days 
we  opened  out,  displaying  the  numismatic  treasures  we  had 
been  gathering  for  several  years,  and  Doctor  Dickeson  had 
the  first  pick  from  the  Washingtons,  the  ‘93a,  ‘99s,  ‘04s,  &c, 
and  at  prices  that  were  deemed  fabulous  by  the  inexperi¬ 
enced  dealer,  receiving  as  he  did  $  1  each  for  good  pieces  of 
the  dates  named,  which  scarcely  cost  over  two  cents  apiece 
in  their  collection. 

“Here  in  the  little  2nd  Street  store  we  formed  the  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  Davis,  Fewsmith,  Nevil,  Faaet,  Brechemin, 
Gronberry,  Smith,  Carpenter,  Warner,  Wilkins  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  others;  some  of  whom  have  been  patrons  of  ours 
from  the  time  to  the  present.  In  this  little  store  a  Granby 
copper  was  picked  up  for  1 0  cents,  the  dealer  being  ignorant 
of  its  value.  Here  also  Faaet  purchased  of  us  a  pair  of 
Uncirculated  1851  and  1852  U.S.  dollars  for  $5  each. 

“Here  was  ofiered  by  young  Eckfeldt  three  genuine  U.S. 
1804  dollars  at  $70  each  [these  would  have  been  Class  II 
dollars],  and  nearly  all  the  rare  half  cents  [Proof  restrikes 
dated  1831,  1836,  and  the  1840s]  in  dozens  of  duplicates 
were  purchased.  Here  also  Wm.  F.  Packer,  the  governor  of 
Pennsylvania,  resorted  to  complete  his  valuable  collection. 
Here  the  lateJ.J.  Mickley  visited  and  passed  hours  of  social 
intercourse,  and  at  this  coin  rendezvous  many  happy  hours 
were  spent  with  the  collectors  of ‘auld  lang  syne.”’

Impressive  “Wheel  of  Fortune” 
Casino  Device 


Evans  Gaming  Wheel.  Large  vertical  “wheel  of 
fortune”  made  by  Evans,  of  Chicago,  early  in  the 
20th  century — -just  the  sort  of  device  that  would 
have  been  used  in  a  casino  in  Reno,  or  high  in  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  The  wheel,  about  six  feet  in 
diameter,  is  on  its  own  stand  and  is  displayed  in  a 
vertical  position.  The  wheel  is  ornamented  with 
numbers  (resembhng  dice  faces)  and  mirrored 
panels  and  is  a  very  impressive  ensemble.  We 
came  across  this  in  an  antique  shop  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  (where  it  stiU  is),  wrote  a  check  for  it  on  the 
spot,  and  now  offer  it  for  sale.

Double  Currency  Sheet 

Gold  Rush  San  Francisco!  An  interesting 
double  sheet  of  unused  currency  notes,  $10, 
$20,  and  $50,  undated  except  for  “18,”  and  pre¬ 
sumably,  circa  1849.  Bearing  the  imprint  “San 
Francisco”  on  each  note,  these  were  most  Ukely 
printed  in  the  east  (perhaps  Philadelphia  or  New 
York),  with  the  through  that  the  identification  of 
a  San  Francisco  bank  or  merchant  could  be  over¬ 
printed  by  users  in  the  Gold  Rush  era.  However, 
the  State  Constitution  ofCahfomia  made  the  use 
of  any  and  all  paper  money  illegal.  The  vignettes 
in  each  instance  picture  Benjamin  Franklin  on  the 
left  and  Washington  on  the  right. 

Such  notes  were  produced  by  locking  in  a  frame 
various  typographical  elements,  including  the 
various  vignettes,  decorative  borders,  and  letter¬ 
ing.  The  double  sheet  furnishes  a  very  interesting 
opportunity  to  note  varieties  of  the  plates,  a  field 
completely  unstudied  in  American  obsolete  cur¬ 
rency.  Each  side  of  the  sheet,  although  superfi¬ 
cially  similar,  is  different  in  terms  of  minor 
positions.

THE  MORE  THINGS  CHANGE  the  more  they  are  the  same.  The  Sacagawea  dollar  is 
the  last  in  a  long  list  of  American  monetary  situations  in  which  two  different  types  of  media- 
a  coin  and  a  paper  bill— of  the  same  denomination  cannot  exist  and  be  enthusiastically  used 
side  by  side.  The  lessons  of  history  indicate  that  the  only  way  to  dislodge  the  long-entrenched 
dollar  bill  is  to  discontinue  printing  it,  after  which  the  Sacagawea  (and  Anthony)  dollars  will 
rise  to  the  top,  be  used  in  vending  machines,  and  more.  There  are  two  large  caveats  in  this, 
perhaps  insuperable:  1 .  The  paper-making  interests  are  “in”  with  their  connections  with  the 
government,  and  they  do  not  want  to  lose  the  paper  sales  involved.  2.  Vending  machine 
operators  would  have  to  install  coin  changers  for  the  little  metal  dollars,  and  would  probably 
not  want  to  do  so  unless  they  could  be  assured  that  the  metal  dollars  would  become  popular. 
For  years  (since  1 979)  they  have  been  hearing  that  metal  dollars  would  become  popular,  and 
“woir  has  been  cried  too  many  times.  Perhaps  a  government  subsidy  (ouch!  we  don’t  like 
these,  and  rare  coin  dealers  and  collectors  who  are  not  operating  farms,  or  making  ethanol, 
or  are  involved  in  inland  waterways,  etc.,  do  not  get  them)  is  in  order.
